Working in makeshift quarters for a 
laboratory, Dr. Trudeau became the 
pioneer of the tréatment for tuberct- 
losis which is used the world over today. 
His was the first research laboratory in 
America for the study of tubercle baccili 
then causing the death of one-seventh 
of the population yearly. 

Trudeau, himself, was never cured. 
He often endured the most intense suf- 
fering. His life was despaired of many 
times. The clean frésh breezes of those 
mountains, however, always rallied him 
and he lived until 1915 to the age of 
sixty-seven years. ~~ 

Trudeau Sanitarium is a beautiful 
memorial ta him. It is, however, a ma- 
terial memorial. What he has left to 
the world cannot be measured by any- 
thing external. The inspiration he has 
been to thousands of disheartened ones 
can never be known: His contribution 
t> the world through tuberculosis study 
and through rest andthe open-air cure 
has meant the saving of vast numbers of 
lives, Wherever one of his fellow men 
is restored to health by his treatment, 
he lives on. . 

His life is an inspiration also to those 
who are well. He has driven home the 
message that all persons in the world 
must unite to wipe out the Great White 
Plague. He was the first President of 
the first Organized. Association to Pre- 
vent Tuberculosis in this country. It is 
that organization, now called the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association, which 
is carrying on an educational campaign 
in America to fight against the disease, 
Their work, begun and influenced by 
Dr. Trudeau, is supported by the annual 
sale of Tuberculosis Christmas Seals. 
Those who purchase the seals help 
others, like Trudeau and Mathewson, 
to “‘beat the game.”

These are no longer the days when 
tuberculosis patients are cramped up in 
the house, with windows tightly closed 
and shades pulled down. In the days of 
our grandfathers the man with tuber- 
culosis was confined within doors, in the 
darkness.. He had the plague; he was 
shunned by his neighbors. It was almost 
disgraceful for his family to admit that 
the sickness was tuberculosis. 

The family whatnot which stood in 
the cornet: of the best parlor knew as 
much of sunshine and fresh, clean air as 
did the thin, coughing patient. Breezes 
and winter weather must be withheld 
from him as assiduously as sinshine must 
be kept from the parlor rug. - That he 
could be cured was- doubted from the 
first. Death was inevitable. When it 
would come depended upon the power of 
drugs administered and the staying in- 
doors away from the cold. 

That belief, thank goodness, is no 
longer’ in vogue. | The tuberculosis 
patient of today has a chance to live, to 
be cured, “to beat the game,” and 
under conditions of pleasant associa- 
tions in the big out-of-doors world. 

The case of Christy Mathewson, all 
the world knows, is an example of what 
this new belief in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis can accomplish. Over a year ago 
the famous baseball pitcher was stricken 
with neuritis in his right shoulder. Two 
months later it was learned that the 
Giant star had tuberculosis. He was 
very ill, but his life was not despaired of. 
Others, sicker than he, had been cured 
in the Adirondack céuntry at the 
Trudeau Sanitarium. Slowly he has 
been gaining ‘back his strength so that 
now he can sit up, write letters and be 
interested in people and events. His 
spirit in fighting tuberculosis is as brave 
and indomitable as was his spirit in the 
great war when he served with the 
Chemical Warfare Division in France. 

“*T will surely beat this game,” is his 
motto and there is no doubt but that: he 
has a chance. 

The man to whom he and thousands 
of other tuberculosis sufferers owe their 
chances, was. Edward L. Trudeau, the 
pioneer of the outdoor treatment for 
tuberculosis and’ the founder of the 
Trudeau Cottage Sanitarium. 

Trudeau lived at the time when no 
attempt was made to guard against in- 
fection from the germ-laden sputum, 
In 1865 he took care of, his brother who 
was stricken with a rapid type of tuber- 
culosis. He was a young man. then, 
beloved by a. large host of carefree 
friends. They enjoyed life with little 
thought of working or of the working 
people. The brother died. Edward 
Trudeau made up his mind that he 
would study medicine and become a 
doctor. Most particularly was he inter- 
ested in the disease which had caused 
his brother’s death. In 1871 he quali- 
fied as House Physician at the Strangers’ 
Hospital on Tenth Street in. New York 
City and soon after married Miss Lottie 
Bears. The following year he was told 
by New York’s then best diagnostician, 
that one of his lungs was affected, 

A's was the way in those.days, his case 
was generally regarded as hopeless. 
Dr. Trudeau, however, did not accept 
the way of those days. He made the 
‘best of his illness by resolving to con- 
quer it, His philosophy was the same as 
Christy’s — he believed that he could 
and must “beat the game.”’. He decided 
to give nature a chance to benefit him 
and went to the Adirondacks, 

This step on the part of the great 
pioneer doctor probably furthered the 
cause of tuberculosis more than any 
other step taken by an American. No 
greater departure from former treatment 
of the disease could possibly have been 
made. Instead’ of going to a warm 
climate and remaining indoors with 
closed windows ‘and no’ sunshine, Dr. 
Trudeau braved the coldest, snowiest 
sort’ of winters in the big outdoors. 

edical friends were open mouthed. 
They thought he was dashing into the 
jaws of death. The fact that he with- 
stood the Adirondack winter became 
far-famed. Others wished to join him 
and he helped. It was a costly treat- 
ment though. The realization that 
multitudes of poorer persons in the 
cities were dying of his: own. disease Was 
constantly on his mind. He wished to 
bring them to this healthy out-of-door 
world where the woods seemed to have 
the power of healing. 

He conceived the idea of a cottage 
sanitarium but he had no money with 
which:to finance such a hazardous pro- 
position. Throughout his life, however, 
Trudeau's enthusiasm, his wining per- 
sonality, had always brought him many 
friends. Little: by little he convinced

Andover has very wisely taken the 
first step in a new method of governing 
herself. Just exactly what form that 
‘method will take is rather difficult to 
forecast even if the committee had al- 
ready made up its own mind, as there is 
some question where the legislature it- 
self will land in a general plan. Hardly a 
progressive town is left in Massachu- 
setts where there is not necessity for ei- 
ther a very big increase in accomoda- 
tions for the mass meeting or a modifica- 
tion of the system so that the mass meet- 
ing will be replaced by a gathering of rep- 
resentatives.: So universal is this call 
that the legislature has already begun to 
find a way out, and there is evidence that 
the coming session of the legislature will 
see a plan worked out that may be well 
adapted to the average town all over 
the state. The Andover moderator has 
appointed an excellent committee, well- 
balanced and broadly representative. 
We ought to get a most satisfactory re- 
port at the coming town meeting.

It doesn’t look as if this could be 
brought about, and much as the writer 
regrets to record this opinion, he be- 
lieves that little is to be gained. by those 
contemplating building, waiting beyond 
another spring.

destroy all the nests that can be reached, 
thus attacking the evil at its source. It 
isn’t a bit too early to begin this job with 
all the spare time that is available. Cer- 
tainly Andover can ill afford to lose any 
of the wonderful foliage that is so dis- 
tinctly its crowning glory.
